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For our better underflanding what is the Coyenant of Grace, | 
Further than I have mentioned in Chap I. of my Book - 


T will be neceffary to conſider what the Coyenant of 
Works is, which is commonly called the firſt Cove- 
nant, or the old Covenant, or the Law of Nature, 


in Oppoſition to the New or Goſpel Covenant. It 


was a Covenant made with Adam in a State of Innacency, 
(as hath been inſtanc'd) and with him with all his Pokerity, 
that in Time ſhou'd ſpring from his Loins, wherein the 
Subſtance of the Moral Law was written on his Heart, or. 
Tome way revealed to him ; teaching him his whole Duty 
to God, himſelf, and his Poſterity. The ſame in Sub- 
ſtance was afterwards delivered or made known to Noah, 
and afterwards to Moſes, and by him deliver'd by God to 
the Children of Hael on Mount Sinai, Ex. xx. For it 
cannot be ſuppoſed that Mankind ſhould be without a Law 
to goyern them from the Beginning of Time, till the 
Law given by Moſes on Mount Sinai, which was about 
2449 Years: Or that Mankind ſhould be permitted to 
live, prolibita, as they liſted, be at Liberty to commit at 
Pleaſure all Manner of Sin and Wickedneſs, contrary to 
the juſt and holy Law of God commanded in the Deca- 
logue. If there's any Truth in what is ſaid by learned 
Men of the ſeven Precepts of * Noab, given by God, or 
. as FI > Hacker 

* The ſeven Precepts of Noah are ſaid by learned Men to be, 
1. The Adminiſtration of Fuſtice. 2. The renouncing of Idola- 
| ery, and exjoyning the true Worſhip of God, and againſt blaſ-

pheming his Name. 3. Keeping the Sabbath. 4. Againſt unlaw- 


ful Copulation, or Adultery, or Fornication. g. Againſt Mur- 
der, or againſt ſhedding Man's Blood. 6. Againſt Robbery or 
Theft. 7. Againſt eating of Blood. Al] which, if there's an 

Truth in this, ſhews that herein is contained the Sum and Sub- 
„„ Commandments. AYvSWORTH 9

rather only Precepts renewed ) him, (which he knew 
well before he went into the Ark, as well as after he 
came out from thence) that they were the ſame as enjoined 
to Adam and his Paſterity, as is believed; if this be true, 
1 ſay, it appears that the Covenant made with Adam, and 
with him to all his Deſcendants, was much the ſame as 
that, Ex. xx. And the Truth of this ſeems to be very 
cleat, from all thoſe holy Precepts and Commands (with 
divers Promiſes and Threatnings annexed thereto) made 
and given by God to the holy Patriarchs, Abraham, Jſaac, 
and Jacob. That they ſhould love, fear, worſhip, and 
obey God. And tho' we have not Mention of this Law 
or Covenant made with Adam, becauſe Moſes in his 
Hiſtory gives us but a ſhort and brief Account of Things 
from the Creation to the Flood ; yet the Truth of this 
may be eaſily gathered and inferr'd from the Reaſon of. 
Things. Tis ſaid that Enoch was a Man that walked with 
God, Gen. v. 24. Neeh, a juſt and perfect Man, and walked 
with God, Gen. vi. 9. Job, who is thought to have liv'd 
about Abraham's Time, was a perfect Man, he feared God 
and eſchewed Evil, Job i. 1. Abraham, to whom the Goſpel 
Promiſe was made long before the Law given on Mount 
Finai, was enjoined by God to walk before him and be per- 
fee, Gen. xvii. 1. And this] think is ſufficient to confirm 
our Belief in this Truth, That the Covenant of Nature, 
or the firſt Covenant, or the old Covenant, as tis called, 
was enjoined from the Beginning, which is indeed the 
Subſtance of the Precepts of the Ten Commandments, 
and is the ſame as all the Moral Precepts, revealed and 
delivered to us therein. : 33 

Vet notwithſtanding, this is a certain indubitable Truth, 
no meer Man, ſince the Fall, was or ever ſhall be ſaved by 
the Covenant of Works, or the Covenant before men- 
tioned, which required perfect and unſinning Obedience, 
Gel. iii. 10, 11, 12. but by vertue of the ſecond or Goſpel 
Covenant made with Adam and his Poſterity after the Fall, 
in and by Fe/us Chriſt, the Surety and Mediator thereof. 

The Law of Nature is a ſhining Light, or a Divine 

Impreſſion on the Soul of Man, an eternal Law of the 
Holineſs of God imprinted on him in Creation, wherein 
he was made after the Tmage of God. So we are faid to 
be made after his Image and Likeneſs, Gen, i. 26, 27. 
Col. iii. 10. And it is the ſame, an eternal Law of Recti- 
tude, which God himſelf gave after to the Children of 
{/raet, written by himſelf on two Tables of Stone * 2 
| 8 and 


Hand of Moſes, Ex. + and chap. xxiv. 12. And the 
Covenant of Nature, and the Sinai Covenant, are in 
Subſtance but one Covenant: And this in Scripture is 
called the Covenant of Works, or the Righteou 8% of the 
Law, or the Works of the Law ; And he that doth theſe Things 
ſhall live in them, Rom. ii. 12. | 5 0 
And further, in this firſt Covenant made with Adam, 
which was the Law of Nature, there was a poſitive Law 
given him, which contained a Licence or Liberty given 
him to eat of every Tree inthe Gardenof Eder, (except- 
ing one) and a ſtrict Command or a Prohibition, that he 
ſhould not eat of that one, called the Tree of Knowledge of 
Good and Evil. And it cannot be doubted but that the 
holy and juſt God endued him, in that State, with a perfect 
Strength and Ability to perform the Command that was 
required of him, and that thereby it was poſſible he might 
have for ever lived without Sin, and conſequently for 

ever have been happy. „ 
And now we have ſeen what was the firſt Covenant 
made with Man in a State of Innocency before his Fall; 
next, let us ſee what is the ſecond Covenant, or Covenant 
of Grace made with our Father Adam ſince the Fall, by 
which is promiſed to him and us eternal Life and Salvation 
thro' the Redemption that is by Fe/zs Chrif. This Cove- 
nant of Grace is expreſs d on this wiſe through the whole 
Body of the Scripture, and this is the Sum of it, Believe 
on the Lord Feſus Chrift, whom God hath raiſed from the 
Dead, and thou fhalt be ſaved. And here lies the main and 
eſſential Difference betwen thefe two Covenants, the one 
ſays, Do this and live, the other ſays, Believe and live. 
The former is the Tenor of the Covenant of Works, but 
the latter is the Tenor of the Covenant of Grace. And 
this is the Goſpel which was preached all along, fince the 
firſt Eſtabliſhment of this Covenant. This was the Goſpel 
Covenant preached to Abrahams Gal. iii. 8. The Scripture 
_ foreſeeing (or the Holy Spirit ſpeaking in the Scripture 
foreſeeing) that God world juftify the Heathen through Faith, 
preached before the Goſpel unto Abraham, ſaying, In thee 
mall all the Nations of the Earth be bleffed, Gen. xii. 3. 
and ſo continually by the holy Prophets to the Coming of 
Chriſt, and after by himſelf and his Apoſtles and his Mini- 
ſters in all ſucceeding Ages and Generations 'till the Con- 
ſummation of Time. But ſtill we muſt obſerve, the Moral 
Law remains a perpetual directing Rule of our Obedience, 
and there's an Agreement between it and the Goſpel: For. 
„ . . 5 the 
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| the Duties of the Moral . are as ſtrictly enjoin'd to 
Believers under the Goſpel, as they were under the Law. 
So that the Goſpel confirms the Law, and gives a further 
Sanction and Eſtabliſhment to ir. The Goſpel is a Cove- 
nant of Grace, but yet it has the Eſſentials of a Law. 
Tis the revealed Will of the Sovereign Law-giver. The 
Goſpel is called, The Low of Faith, Rom. iii. 27. The Law 
of Liberty, Ja. i. 25. and ii. 12. The Law of the Spirit of 
Life, Rom. viii. 2.. It commands Sinners to repent and 
believe; upon the Reward and Penalty of eternal Life to 
the Believer, and of eternal Death to the wicked Unbe- 
lievers and Diſobeyers thereof. Do we then make void the 
Law thro Faith e__ Rich the inſpir d Apoſtle, God forbid- 
yea, weeftabliſh the Law, Rom. iii. 31, I draw this Con- 
cluſion then from the Premiſes, That they who, preach 
Obedience to God and to his Son Fe/us Chriſi, preach the 
true and ſubſtantial Goſpel. Yet ſtill 7 925 That we are 
not juſtify'd by this our Obedience, which is imperfect, 
and in no wiſe anſwers the ſtrict Terms of the Law or 
Covenant of Works: But that by true Faith and ſincere, 
tho' imperfect, Obedience, we become intituled to the 
perfect Righteouſneſs of Chrif,, which juſtifies and faves 
us. So here's no need of any more Wranglings and Con. 
tentions about this important Doctrine (ire. Juſtification) 
of our holy Religion, And as I have before, in Chap. I. 
had Occaſion 10 fay more of this, I. may yet add and 
obſerve in brief now, how this Coyeuant is dei d by 
Pivines, generally in their Writings, according to Be 
holy Scriptures, 1 will giye a Taſte of ſome few, inſtead 
of a great Number that I might 175 down. * Dr. Ham- 
mond Tets down and expreſſes himſelf at large to this Effect: 
That this Covenant (i. e. the new Covenant) was made 
© with Adam, and in him with all that ſhould in Time 
< ſpring from his Loins, and that he Seed of the Woman 
« ſhou'd bruiſe the Serpent's Head, Gen. iti. 15. And was 
© afterwards more fully revealed and repeated to Abraham; 
Gen. xii. 3. And in thee ſhall all the Families of the Earth 
« be bleſſed, (and Chap. xxii. 18. are the ſame Words ;} 
wherein is promiſed an Exhibition of Chrift to come and 
die for us, and to purchaſe Pardon of Sin, Grace and 
© Glory; to give us Grace and Strength to perform what 
© he requires of us in this Covenant, (g.) to repent;

Book is almoſt in every one's Hand, I will give (in Sub: 
ſtance in a ſhort Abridgment) what he ſays: The 
< Second Covenant was made with Adam, and us in him, 
< preſently after his Fall, and is briefly comprehended, 
Gen. iii, 15. where God declares, the Seed of the Woman 
© ſhall bruiſe the Serpent's Head: And this was made up as 
the Firſt was, of ſome Mercies to be afforded by God, 
© and ſome Duties to be performed by us. God therein

e and this was one great Part of his Buſineſs which he per-

2. To ſatisfy God for our Sins, not that one of Adam's 
only, but all the Sins of Mankind that truly repent and 
< amend, and to obtain for ts Forgiveneſs of Sins, the 
Favour of God, and to redeem us from Hell and Eter. 
nal Damnation, which was the Puniſhment due to our 
© Sin. All this he did by his Death. He offered up him- 
© ſelf a Sacrifice for the Sins of all thoſe who heartily be- 
_ © wail and forſake them, and herein he is our Prieſt, it 
being the Prieſt's Office to offer Sacrifice for the Sins of

To the ſame Effect ſays the Rev. Dr. Scot7, * © That 
© this his Mediation proceeds upon certain Stipulations 
between God and Man: For when Mankind, by the 
« Degeneracy of Human Nature, were cut off from all 
£'immediate Intercourſe with God, and this moſt wiſe and 
holy Method of converſing with us by a Mediator was 
< reſolved upon by the Divine Council; God, in Conſi- 
« deration of what our Mediator had engaged himſelf to 
< ſuffer for us in the Fulneſs of Time, granted to him, 
on our Behalf, a moſt gracious and merciful Covenant, 
© whereby he engaged himſelf to beſtow his Holy Spirit 
upon us, to enable us to repent and return to him, upon 
Condition that we ſhould ſeek it and co-operate with 
© it; to pardon our paſt. Sins, upon Condition we ſhould * 
© unfeignedly repent of them; and to crown us with 
Eternal Life, upon Condition we ſhould perſeyere to 
the End in Well-doing. This is the Subſtance of that 
© gracious Covenant which God hath granted to us for the 
Sake of our Mediator.” Luke xi. 13. Rev. ii. 10. The 
fame he ſays, Vol. r.

Aſſent to the Truth of at 3 and a Truſt in Chriſt, 
as the meritorious Cauſe of our Sa vation, gives us the 
Nature, Definition, and Condition of the Goſpel Cove- 
nant. * I deſire, /aith be, that the Nature of the Goſ- 
< pel Covenant may be well conſider'd, which I take to 
| © be this; On God's Part there are certain Benefits promi- 
( © ſed, Juſtification and Pardon of Sin, and Eternal Life 
© and Salvation; on our Parts there are certain Conditions 
required before we can be made Partakers of thoſe Bene- 
ts; theſe are, to aſſent to the Truth of the Goſpel, truſt- 
< ing in Chriſt as our only Saviour, Repentance from dead 
Works, and a ſincere Purpoſe and Reſolution of Obedi- 
© ence, and a holy Life; theſe make up the whole and 
© entire Condition of the Goſpel, and are often expreſſed 
by this one Word, Faith, which fignifies the whole Duty 
© of a Chriſtian, becauſe he that truly believes the Goſpel, 
_ © will do whatever the Goſpel requires.” Which is not 
meant by him, nor the holy Scripture”, compleat, perfect 
and ſinleſs Obedience, but. fincere Obedience, tho' mixt

To the ſame Purpoſe ſays Dr. Bates at large, Harm. of 
Divine Attributes, Pag. 188, 189, 190. N Aer 
Again, that great Dutch Divine, +. Philip Limborch, in 
like Manner gives us, conſonant to the holy Scriptures, a 
Definition and the Nature of the Goſpel Covenant which 
God was pleaſed to make by his Son with Mankind, agree- 
able to his Decree; and ſays, * This Covenant conſiſts of 
< two Parts, Firſt, the Stipulation of a Duty on Man's 
© Side; and ſecondly, the Promiſe of Salyation to fach 
< as perform their Duty, and the Threatning of Puniſh- 
ment of eternal Death to thoſe who neglect it. 
Then after Pag. 492, he ſays, We muſt believe in Jeſus 
© Chrif, the only Saviour of All, who live according to 
< the Goſpel Rule; and likewiſe we muſt put our Confi- 
< dence and Aſſurance in him as our Prophet, Prieſt,. and 
King, whereby we are fully perſwaded, if we obey his 
< Doctrine, that we ſhall, by him, attain Remiſſion of 
Sins and Eternal Life; and true Faith (which he is 
| © there deſcribing) produces of itſelf a ſerious and ef-

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« fectual Purpoſe of performing that Obedience he re.

- Whereby you may ſee how theſe great Divines under- 


ſtand the Nature of the Goſpel Covenant, according to 


Multitudes of Places in Holy Scriptures; they do not inad- 
vertently run to Fer. xxxi. Egek. xxvi. and Heb. viii. to ſet 
forth this Covenant, and place the very Eſſence of it in thoſe 
Paſſages, which are remote, and not chiefly aim at it, or 
refer to it, as ſhall be more conſidered by and by. And 
thus J have ſpoken in the Words of thoſe great Men, 
(Which are at hand, and may eaſi'y be come at, with a 
great Number of others I could name and cite) rather 


than in my own Words. | 5 
Thus we may ſee what is the New or Goſpel Covenant, 


and as is more fully conſider'd in Chap. I. of my Diſcourſe 


thereupon. 


But if it be objected, Are not thoſe Places, Fer. xxxi. 

31 to 35. and Chap. xxxii. 36 to 42. and Ezek. xxvi. 36, 
Ke. the full and entire Mention of the Covenant of 
Grace, or New Covenant mentioned in the Old Teſta- 
ment ; and does not the Author to the Hebrews, Chap. viii, 


refer to thoſe Places in the New ? 
© Anſw. To this it may be eaſily reply'd, | ER 
1. That tho' many good Men run to thoſe Places, and 


inadvertently miſtake them, and take them for a full and 


entire Mention of the ſecond Covenant, or Covenant of 
Grace; yet if we conſider well how Scripture is the beſt 
Interpreter of Scripture, by comparing parallel Places 
with each other, we ſhall find how the Author to the 


Hebrew Chriſtians, in that Epiſtle, and particularly in 
Chap: viii. throughout, explains Fer. xxxi. 31, &c. which 


in no wiſe anſwers the Deſign of our contrary-minded 


| Brethren To prove that God, by his invincible, infru- | 
ſtrable, or omnipotent Power, will write his Laws in the 


Hearts of a ſelect Number of Perſons, ſet down in his 


Decree from all Eternity. There's nothing more foreign 
to the Author's Deſign and End than that, as, God willing, 


F ſhall preſently ſnew. I grant that thoſe Places were a 


Goſpel Promiſe made by God, and to be performed in his 


Time, when Chrif, the Meſſiabh promiſed, ſhou'd come; 


hut. have no Manner of Reference to his Writing his Laws 
in ſome Men's Hearts, in ſuch a Manner, in all Ages and 


Times, as theſe Men imagine, Neither are the Words, 
The Houſe of Iſrael and Judah, Jer. xxxi. 27, 31. to be 


| underſtood | 
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vnderſtood of any preciſe Number of ſele& or choſen 
People from Eternity; nor can thoſe Words, with any 
tolerable Senſe, be underſtood of Believers, or regenerate 


Perſons, or his Church and People. For 'tis not good 
Senſe to ſay, that God would write his Laws in his People's 


Hearts, (that is to ſay) in Believers or regenerate Per- 
ſons, in whoſe Hearts his Laws were fuppoſed before tobe 
written and engraven by the Finger of his Spirit: Altho', 
we plainly and fully aſſert, our Regeneration is owing to, 
and cannot be without, the Spirit and Grace of God. 
It appears from the whole Current of the Scripture, that 
as Feſes Chrift was the Mediator of the new Covenant, or 
Covenant of Grace made with fallen Adam and his Poſte- 


rity, ſo his Blood is called the Blood of the New Teftoment, 


Mat. xxvi. 28. Luke xxil. 20. and es. xiii. 20. his Blood 
is called the Blood of tbe everlaſting Covenant, by his Blood 


we have Remiſſion of Sins, and eternal Salvation ; and 


which Covenant is the only Covenant or Promiſe of eter- 


nal Life thro him. 


2. When the holy Apoſtle, Heb. viii. mentions the new 


Covenant, and refers to Fer. xxxi. he doth not ſo much 


mean the Covenant made with lapſed Adam, of Salvation 


by believing in the promiſed Meſſiab, Gen. iii. 158. The 


Seed of the Woman ſhall bruiſe the Serpent's Head, as he 
means that Fewiſh * Oeconomy or Church State, or that 
old Diſpenſation made or deliver'd by Moſes, by God's 


Order, to the Fewiſh Church, or the People of the Fews.” 
For Mojes is ſaid to be the Mediator of that Covenant, 


and Fe/us Chriſt of this. And ſo the Houfe of ae! and. 
Judah, mention'd by Feremiah and Egekiel, and the Au- 


thor to the Hebrews, are to be underſtood of the Fewiſh 


Nation, or the People and Church of the Fews in Gene. 


ral, and not at all of the Ele& of God: And the Words, 


In thoſe Days, moſt plainly ſignify the Days of the Meſſiab, 


or the Goſpel Diſpenſation, and are a Promiſe and Pro- 


phecy of the wonderful Succeſs of the Goſpel, and the 
numerous Converts that ſhould be made by the powerful 


' Preaching thereof, and the Efficacy of it upon the Hearts 


of Sinners, by the Holy Spirit's accompanying of it.”

wit, of that Day of his Power, i. e. from the Beginning 
of Chriſt's Entrance upon his Kingdom, which was after 
© his Reſurrection and Aſcenſion into Heaven, from the 
very firſt Preaching. of the Goſpel after that Time, 
© when Multitudes were made Chriſt's willing People by 
< the Preaching of the Apoſtles As we read As ii. 
and Chapters iii. iv. v. & 4 OD 
And thoſe Words in Fer. xxxi. 34, and Heb. viii. 11. 
are not to be ſo underſtood, as if under the Goſpel there 
could be no more Need of Miniſterial Teaching, for 
Chriſt ſent oat his Diſciples and Apoſtles to teach and 
preers and that's a ſtanding Order and Injunction, the 
1 iniſter's Commiſion, Go teach and preach, Mat. xxviii, 
19, 20. Mark xvi. 15. Nor can they mean a Prohibition 
of Brotherly Teaching, for we are commanded 10 teach 
and infiruf one another, Acts x viii. 26, The E xpreſſion 
means, and the Senſe is, That under the Goſpel there 
thou'd be a more large Increaſe of Knowledge and Spiri- 
tual Underſtanding in the Things of God after the 
Pouring-out of the Spirit. A parallel Text we have, 
I Joh. ii. 27. But the Anointing which ye have received of 
him abidetb in von, and ye need not that any Man teach 
Ys Kc. 1. e. not as tho' they had no Need of human 
Teaching at all, but they had lefs Need, they had the 
Holy Spirit in them, whoſe Office it was to teach and.in- 
ſtruct them. In ſhort, theſe Words mean, there ſhall be, 
in that Day, an Abundance of the Knowledge of God 
among all Sorts of People, as Mr. Henry in his Notes upon 
the-Place exprefles it. And moreover, © — 
The Phraſes mention'd, 7Vhen I took them by the Hand to 
bring them or lead them out of the Land of Egypt, plainly 
intimate the Time of delivering them out of that Land, 
and of Ged's giving them the Law by the Hand of Moſes. 
And further, tis to be conſider'd, that the Apoſtle in 
Heb. viii. and diyers other Places there, and in particular 
and very fully in chap. x. from v. r. to 8. means the 
Fewiſh Oeconomy, or Diſpenſation of Moſes, in Oppo- 
ſition to the Goſpel Diſpenſation. Sometimes he calls it a 
Teftament. He, i.e. Chriſt, is the Mediator of the new 
 Teflament, Chap. ix. 15. à better Teftament, e. Vii. yo 
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of o better Covenant, c. viii. 6. Sometimes he calls it a 


Law. Chap. vii. 19. The Law made nothing perfect. Fur 
the Lato (i. e. the ritual Obſervances) was 4 Shadow of 
good Things to come, c. x. 1. TheLaw of @ carnal Command. 
ment, c. vii. 16. So, Circumciſion, and the ceremonial 
Part of the Law, thoſe ritual Ordinances and Obſervances, 
and all the Sacrifices and Offerings then, are called by St. 

Paul, The Law of @ carna! Commandment, Eph. ii. 15. 

and in Gal. v. 1. The Toe of Bondage; and in Col. ii. 14. 


The Hand-writing of Ordigances that was againſt us; and 


v. 17. Shadows of Things to come. So, Heb. vii. 11. the 
Apoſtle infers the Neceſſity of the Abrogation or Diſan- 


nulling thereof, for the Weakneſs and Unprofitablenefs 
thereof. And emphatically he ſays, I that he /aith, a new 
Covenant, be hath made the firft old. Now that which de- 


cayeth and waxeth old, is ready to vaniſh away, c. viii. 13. 
The chief Tenor and Scope of the Author almoſt through- 


dut the ſame Epiſtle, is to ſhew, that 7e/us Chrift is the 
Mediator of @ better Covenant than the Moſaic One: He 
was a King ſuperior to Melchiſedeck, a Prophet above 


Moſes, a Prieſt more excellent than Aaron, his Sactifice 


and Oblation more valuable and preferable than all the 
 Fewiſh Ones. And therefore, when the Antitype came, 


it was neceflary the ſhady Types ſhould paſs away, and 
have a final Period put unto them.

(by his inſuperable and omnipotent Hand or Act of Grace) 
choſen and ſet down by his everlaſting Purpoſe and 
Decree, which he would or did defign to effect from be- 
fore all Time, to the End of the World. I can ſee no- 
thing in the Scope of the Prophets Jeremiah or Ezekiel, 
or the Author to the Hebrews, to found ſuch an Aﬀertion 
or Hypotheſis upon. Then. 2d:y. It 


24ly. It is to be obſerv'd, by ſerious and deliberate read- 
ing of the Prophecy of Feremiah, ch. xxxi. from v. , to 
ver. 14, and from v. 38, to the End, that his Deſign is to 
ſhew and ſet forth God's Purpoſe and Promiſe of the 
Reſtoration of Hrael, or the Fews, and of the Re- building 
of their City and Temple of Feruſalem, after the Baby- 
loniſh Captivity. The ſame Deſign the holy Prophet is 
carrying on, and the Subject of his Prophecy is the ſame 
in chap. xxxii. from v. I to 37, to ſet forth the Deſtruction 
of Jeruſalem, and the Fews Captivity in the Land of 
Chaldea by the Babylonians. And then from v. 36, to the 
End, he propheſies of their happy Reſtoration and Re- 
turn. The ſame Argument the Prophet is ſtill proſecuting 
in 9 2 xxxlii. from 2. 3 to 7, of Feruſalem's Deſtruction, 
then from v. 7 to 15, he is ſetting forth their joyful Re- 
turn, And then (as it were abruptly) he breaks off from 
his Subject, (as is uſual with the Prophets) and turns his 
Diſcourſe to, or intermixes therewith, a Prophecy of 
Chriff, under the Name of 2 Branch of Righteouſneſs, from 
. 15, tothe End of the Chapter. BE _— 
Again, we find the Prophet Egexiel upon the like Sub- 
Jet, (but ſomewhat differing in his Expreſſion from 
Feremiah) chap. xi. from v. 16 to 22; and chap. xxxvi. 
from v. 26, to the End. A new Heart will Igive you, and 
anew Spirit will Tgive unto you, and will take away the flony 
Heart out of your Fleſh, and 1 will give you à Heart of Fleſh, 
and T will put my Spirit within you, and cauſe you to walk in 
my Statutes, and ye Hall keep my Tudgments and do them, and 
ye ſhall dwell in the Land that I gave to your Fathers, and ye 
ſhall be my People, and Iwill be your God, &c, And ſo he 
goes on with his comfortable Promiſes made to them, and 
which God would perform to them in his Time. All 
which is nothing to what our good Brethren would infer - 
from theſe Places, what God would do to his ele& People 
in all Nees of the World: The Prophets have not, as I 
can ſee, any ſuch Matter in their View; nor doth the 


Author to the Hebrews, referring to or citing any of thoſe 


Places, mean or deſign in the leaſt to aſſert any ſuch 
Thing; as the Reader may perceive by ſeriouſly and ſe. 
dately reading the Places, and minding the Scope and 
Drift of the Authors thereof. PE =” 
Moreover, for the better underſtanding of this Scrip- 
ture, and thoſe, Heb. viii. 8, &c. and c. x. 16, let a few 
Things further be obſery'd, the Want of due Confidera- 
tion Fheteof leads Men into Miſtakes of the true Senſe 
thereof OY ol er es 
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1. The Words of the Ap Fw expreſs'd in an ab- 
ſolute Form, [will put my Law in their inward Parts, and 
 zwrite it in their Hearts, therefore they conclude, God will 
do this in an infruſtrable Way and Manner, and draw out 
the Arm of his omnipotent Power to inforce it, and effect 
it in the Hearts of the /ſraelites : Which it is clear it was 
never done to the Generality of them, but the greateſt 

Part of them were the moſt bitter and implacable Enemies 
of Chriſt, and bis Betrayers and Murderers, Matt. xxi. 33, 
ec. Acts vii. 3, 52. But let it be obſerv d, : 

It is a uſual and familiar Mode of Speaking in the Scrip- 
tures, That when God ſays he will do this or that for a 
Perſon or People, it does not always imply an abſolute and 

peremptory Reſolution in him (againſt all Obſtruction 
whatſoever) to do it, or bring it to paſs, but that he will 
uſe and afford Men thoſe proper and powerful Means to 
effect it as in his Wiſdom ſhall think fit; that he will give 


them ſuch Helps and Aſſiſtances ſerving for, and conduc. 


ing to effect, thoſe Ends. And yet notwithſtanding, 
Men are enjoin'd to uſe and improve the Means and Aſ- 
ſiſtances God affords for the obtaining the Bleſſings or 
Things promiſed ; otherwiſe the Things promiſed will 
not be always done or effected for them. And God does 
not fruſtrate or make void his Word of Promiſe, altho' the 

Thing doth not abſolutely come to paſs or be enjoy'd. 
Numerous Inſtances we have in Scripture of God's being 
faid to do Things, when only he doth that which has a 
proper and direct Tendency and is ſufficient thereunto, 
whether rhe Things be actually obtain'd or done or no: 
Take in ſhort two or three Scriptures: The Apoſtle Paul 
tells the Corinthians, 1ſt Epiſtle, i. 8. that Chrift would con- 
firm them to the End. But yet he exhorts them to be ftedfaſt 

and unmoveable, c. xv. g8. Again in 2 Theſſ. iii. 3. he 
ſays, God is faithful, who ſhall cf abliſh you and Reep you from 

Evil, And again in 1 Thef|. v. 24. Faithful is he that 

calleth you, who alſo will doit. But then, 2 Thefſ. ii. 15. 
he exhorts} them fo fand /aft, and hold the Traditions (or 
Words of the Goſpel) which they had received. So in the 

Paſſage of Ezekie! under Conſideration, notwithſtanding 
God ſaid what he would do for them, chap. xx xvi. v. 20, 
27. yet he commands them to uſe the Means in order to 

the End, ſaying, Iwill yet for this be enquir'd of the Hoſe 
of Iſrael, to do it for them, which ſhews the Promife was 

not fulfil'ed to the Body of the Jewiſh Nation, in 
the Senſe of our adverſe Brethren, but was fulfilled in the

But to give only one Inſtance more of the Scriptures 
ſpeaking in this Dialect in thi ſame Prophecy of this very 
ſame People, God expreſly ſays, he had purged Feruſalem, 
and yet in the ſame Place he ſays that Feruſalem was not 


| purged of her Filthineſs, c. xxiv. 13. becauſe he gave and 


afforded her proper and ſufficient Means for her Purging, 
by the Miniſtration of the Word and his holy Spirit, by 
the Exhortations, Promiſes and Threatnings of his Pro- 
phets; yet by reaſon of her wilful and contumacious Ob- 
ſtinacy, her Purging was not obtain'd or effected. From

2. That the true Senſe of the Scriptures under Confi- 
deration is, and the Import of them only is, As if God 
had ſaid to the /ſrae/ites, J made a Covenant with your 
Fathers, even the Covenant of Works, (or the Sinai 
Covenant) when I brought them out of the Land of 
Egypt: Not that they ſhould in the leaſt think they ſhould 
be juſtified by the Obſervation thereof, for that was im- 
poſſible to be done in Man's fallen State, Ga“. iii.

7, 8, g. but it was to ſhew them their Sinfulneſs 
and Imperfection, and that they ſhould ſeek Juſtification 
and Sal vation by and through the Goſpel Promiſe made to 
Abraham, the Father of the Faithful, 430 Years before 
that Law given on Mount Sinai, ſee Gal. iii.

Ard as if God ſhould further ſay to them, But my ne- 
Covenant of Grace, exhibited to Adam after his Fall, and 
renewed to Abraham, and preached-by my Prophets and 
Miniſters ever ſince the firſt Promulgation thereof; now 
in the laſt Days I will more fully and clearly reveal and 
demonſtrate to you by the Miniſtration of my Son, (which

And to ex- 
plain theſe Scriptures otherwiſe, (vig.) That God will 
do this by his infruſtrable Influence and Operation, is to 
evacuate and make void, needleſs and vain, all the Pre- 
cepts, Promiſes, Exhortations, and Threatnings which 
run thro' the whole Body of the Scriptures ; as any Man 
that is not prepoſſeſs'd in his Judgment, and hath not 


given in to a contrary Scheme in theſe Things, may eaſily

Therefore I conclude, the Senſe and Meaning of the 
Scriptures before us is to ſhew, That under the Goſpel, 


God would give and afford more bright and clear Revela- 


tion and Demonſtration of his New or Goſpel Covenaat, 
and that he would vouchſafe greater Means of Grace to 
the 7ewiſh Nation, at and after the Coming in the Fleſh 
of the great Meſſiab, or Saviour of the World, than he 
had done before, and this is agreeable to a great many 
other Paſſages in the New Teſtament.

were but two Covenants ever made with Mankind; the 
firſt with our Father Adam in Innocency, before his Fall, 
and the latter with him, and in himwith us, after his Fall ; 
the former called the Covenant of Works, (afterwards 
_ publiſhed or renewed with the People of Mrael on Mount 
Sinai, Ex. xx. only on purpoſe to be a perpetual Rule of 
Life to them and us, and to direct them and us to Chriff 
and his Merits and Righteouſneſs for our Juſtification and 
Salvation, as has been before declar'd) and the latter called 
the Covenant of Grace, or Goſpel Covenant. And by 
theſe two Covenants we underſtand (as the Apoſtle Pau 
teaches us in his Epiitles to the Romans and Galatians at 
large) the Law and the Goſpel.

| Covenant that was confirmed before of God in Chrift, the Low 
which was four hundred and thirty Years after, cannot diſc 
annul, that it ſhould make the Promiſe of none Effect. For if 
the Inheritance be of the Law, it is no more of Promiſe; But 
God gave it to Abraham by Promiſe. Wherefore then ſerveth_ 
the Law? Tt was added, becauſe of Tranſgreſſions, till the 
Seed ſhould come, to whom the Promiſe was made; and it was 
ordained by Angels in the Hand of a Mediator. Gal. iii. 17, 
x8, 19. And in Chap. iv. 24, 25, 26, he ſays; Which 
Things are an * Allegory ; for the/e are the two Covenants, the 
one from Mount Sinai, which gendereth to Bondage, which is 
Agar. For this Agar is Mount Sinai in Arabia, and an- 
ſtwereth to Feruſalem, that now is, and is in Bondage with her 
Children. But Jeruſalem which is abowe, is free, which is 
the Mother of as all. Now neither of theſe Covenants 
were unmade until the Time which God brought the 
Children of //rae/ out of Egypt; nor were either of them 
unmade, till the Times of Feremiah's or Egekiel's Pro- 
phecies, but both of them made long before: So that the 
Words of Feremiah cannot poffibly be underfood to im- 
port the preciſe Time when either of thoſe two Covenants 
were made with Mankind, but only the Time wherein the

- And now to > rows. I think I have fully deliver'd- 
theſe Scriptures from the wrong Services and untrue Ex-: 
poſitions that ſome Men put upon them, and the Doctrines 
they preſs them to maintain. This is the Miſery of it, 
and the Cauſe of Mens unhappy Miſtakes, in their draw- 
ing Inferences and Concluſions from Texts of Scripture, 
and their founding Doctrines of Faith or Practice there- 
upon, their taking a Verſe, or a Sentence, and Bits or 
Scraps of a ſingle Clauſe, Text or Paſſage ; not duly 
weighing and conſidering the Scope of the Writer, or 
the Argument he is purſuing or maintaining, and not com- 
paring them with other parallel Texts.

- fiſt. And again, there are many talk much of the Cove-
